ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A solid steel retaining pin (D) has a stop member (E) on a 
lower end for limiting the extent to which the pin is moved 
upwardly through the recess (C) into the excavation teeth (A) and 
adapter during installation. An upper recess (B) is defined by a 
thickened conical upper surface of the bases of the teeth to 
protect the bolts (G) carried by upwardly extending shanks (F) 
during digging. 
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
